The demand of the President for 


Mr. Palmer's resignation was, due pri- 
marily to the hitter's action in trying 
to force Oscar J. Ricketts, foreman oi- 
printing. and L. C. Hay. a foremaa-'ofc 
division, out of the government, print- 
ing office. 
Mr. Palmer asked for the 


resignations of Ricketts and: Hay on 
the ground that they had- been in- 
subordinate. 
The public printer for- 


mulated a series or charges again-st 
tho two men. 
These charges, it is j 


known, were 
forwarded 
to 
Oyster 


Bay. 


Answer to Charges. 


As soon as 
President 
^ Roosevelt j 


learned of tho situation that had de-i 
•veloped he directed- Public 
Printer 


Palmer to forward- to him his resigna- 
tion, to take effect in two weeks. 


It has been known for some time 


that Mr. Palmer would not be reap- 
poiiited to his present office. For sev- 
eral months before President Roose- 
velt left Washington for Oyster Bay ! 
he was casting about for a suitable ., 
man for the position of public printer. 
He offered it to John A. Sleicher, of 
New York, but he declined it. having 
something better In view. Until this 
time there has been no change in the 
situation.

It this information is true- Walker 
was arrested on a flimsy pretext by 
Panama officials at the instigation of 
thieving Americans and. was released 
by order of the United States govern- 
ment only when bis demented condi- 
tion forced the story to light. 


That unprincipled Americans plot- 


led to steal the gold mine of which 
Walker -was superintendent and insti- 
gated, his imprisonment is the firm 
conviction of his friends here. If their 
suspicions are confirmed the republic' 
of Panama will probably be asked to 
pay an indemnity. 


The Panama canal commission and 


the state department's representatives 
in that country have charge- of the 
matter at present.' For the last two 
years Walker has been in charge of 
the mine of the San Pablo Mining 
company of Pontiac. This mine, said 
to be rich in gold, is in the district 
of Veraguas, in the republic of Pan- 
ama.

of the Detroit Panama Mining- com- 
pany, in which many prominent De- 
troit people are Interested.

He was tak- 
en to Panama, where expert medical 
treatment failed to clear his clouded 
brain.

United Slates Department of Ag- 


riculture crop bulletin for the week 
ending Monday; September 4.—The 
weather' conditions during the early 
part of the week were favorable for 
the growth of standing crops and the 
advancement of'farming 
operations, 


but on Thursday night general rains 
occurred throughout the state; heav- 
iest over the extreme northwestern 
counties. 


During Friday afternoon and night 


a genoral storm passed 
over 
the 


state, wifh ' heavy precipitation ' over 
the southern counties, in some local- 
ities accompanied with high 
winds 


and destructive hailstorms. 
These 


hailstorms were, fortunately, confine'd 
to suial! acri-fs, but the damage with- 
in ttieir boundaries was serious, es- 
pecially in the 
tobacco 
districts, 


where much damage was sustained. 


1 Generally cloudy 
and 
' cooler 


weather prevailed until the end' ot 
the week, materially' retarding 
the 


progress of corn, interfering with the 
completion of threshing, and aggrav^a- 
Un tlie rot and blight of potatoes. 


Fall -plowing has been delayed by 


wet weather, but some fall seeding 
has been done in a few localises in 
the southern counties. 


Interest in the corn crop situation 


In the' state 'now centers in the corn 
crop, which is neuring maturity, and 
has reached a stage where weather 
conditions are of vital consequence to' 
its development. 'The crop -is far 
better than was anticipated earlier 
In the season, taking the state as a 
whole, and on high, well-drained land 
is 'even better than the average. 
On 


lowlands, however, the rains during 
ttie season have kept the crop in poor 
cpndHio'n, and tlie average yield will 
be materially affected thereby. 
The 


crop-has not made good' progress 
during the week! owing to unfavor- 
able conditions during the latter.part 
of the period, but it is thought that 
the crop will be practically all ma- 
tured by the 25th of, the month. 


Wheat and rye threshing is now 


practically completed, although delay- 
ed by wet weather, ajid .the yields 
are generally satisfactory, with the 
g-niin as a rule sound and of good 
c,uality. 


Oats and barley: 
Threshing has 


been delayed by wet- weather, and 
sprouting in the 
shock 
continues. 


Yields -are, however, generally satis- 
factory. 


Buckwheat is an excellent.crop and 


some fields are now ready to cut. 
. Potatoes: 
The potato'crop is far 


from satisfactory, except' in a few

yield and quality. .One correspondent 
i sports that of eighty fields exam- 
ined, sixty-two showed serious dam- 
age by rot and blight. The crop as 
a-whole will be much, below the,av- 
erage.

dition. 
;&econd crop clover is gen- 


jerallv heavy, but yields o'f seed un- 
1'satisfactory. 


The tobacco crop is as a rule satis- 


factory and is about

'secured. 


Much damage was sustained iu lim- 
ited localities by destructive 
wind 


and hail storms on Friday, but it is 
thought that the damage will not be 
so serious as at-first reported. 


Apples will prove 
unsatisfactory, 


taking the slate as a whole, and ex- 
cept in a few localities the crop will 
be poor, both in yield and quality.

THE KEY TO JAPAN. 


Tsushima, 'or Tsu Island, midway 


in the Corean Strait, which saparates 
Japan and Corea, was merely an is- 
land co ;na"..v persons before the bat- 
tle of the Sea of Japan, and has re- 
mained to many only a -point which 
marks the meeting of two great hos- 
tile fleets. It is the key to Japan- 
expansion, and, as expansion is nec- 
essary to the insular empire, it may 
"be called the key to Japan. Just be- 
fore the battle which ended in the 
effacement of Russia as a sea power 
for a long term, of .years some judic- 
ious observers publicly said that a 
glance at the map.should remove all 
doubt of the location of. Admiral To- 
go's fleet, and that the warships on

the nearest coasts of Corea and Ja- 
panf Whether the Russians took a 
course eastward" of Japan, they added, 
made no difference. .

Mimetic art as applied to Egyptian 


painting and sculpture was a curious 
misnomer. 
Probably no other nation 


• of the world at that time was so 


voted to it, and certainly no other 
people of equal advancement of tha 
or any other time so willfully ignored 
the simplest rules of proportion, per 
spoctivo and form. The sculptor's abil 
ity to suggest majesty aud repose and 
at tho same time ignore .anatomica 
construction was wonderful. 
To pro 


serve the.features and individual char 
acteristics of a model and obey the 
rules of convention was a feat to be 
achieved only by an Eyptiau. There 
was no lack of geuius in him, but he 
had been denied liberty of execution 
until he know no other forms but thos

Portsmouth, N. M.. Sept. C.—The 


peace of Portsmouth was delayed for

•\\ere no champagne glasses in the 
confercn.ee building at the navy yard. 
There was plenty of champagne— 
oceans of it—but nothing from which 
to drink it. 
The envoys desired to

A message was hurried to the czar 


nnd 10 the mikado and a third, to 
President Roosevelt. 


Meanwhile tho telegraph wires hat! 


fashed to all the world that the peace 
of Portsmouth was an accomplished 
fact, andi the Marine band, stationed 
just outside the.big red brick build-j 
Ing in. which the successful negotia-1 
tions were conducted, played a rol-1 
licking march. 


The Russian clerks who were en- 


grossing the treaty 
finished 
their 


work late Monday night. The Japap- 
cso had been waUlng for them. They 
had been ready since four o'clock in 
the morning. 
At two o'clock In the 


nfternoon Baron 
Komura, Minister 


Takahira and the secretaries went to 
tho rooms of M. Witte. 


The protocol, or mjnutes of the last 


reettug, when peace was decided upon,

ing of the treaty.

M. \vitte stopped at tho door of the 


conference building and shook hands 
•with everybody waiting there, 


Takashita, tho Japanese naval at- 


tache, in full uniform, and Tachabana, 
the Japanese naval attache, also in 
full uniform, followed and were salut- 
ed by the marines. The other Japan- 
ese attaches came. Then there was a 
long wait. 


For tho first time since tho confer- 


ence began the Japanese envoys were 
late. 
They did not get to tho navy 


yard until 3:15. They were given full 
honors by the marines, as were Secre- 
tary Peirce and his party, who came 
between the Russians and the Japan- 
ese. 


M. Witte and Baron Rosen waited 


for the Japanese in the ante-room on 
the second floor, chatting with the few 
people who were to see the signing. 


The first work was to make a com- 


parison of the treaties. 
The secreta- 


ries of the two suites retired to one o( 
the small rooms and went over tho 
treaty, two in French, which had been 
prepared by the Russians, and two in 
English, written by th3 Japanese... 
The comparison was proceeding slow- 
ly, when discovery was made that 
there was no champagne glasses. 


Tho secretaries had finished their 


comparisons of tho treaties. 
They 


were found to bo identical. 


M. Karostiv came into the room and 


announced to M. Witte that everything 
was ready. The envoys walked to the 
conference room, where the long tablo 
at which they had sat during the nego- 
tiations was cleared of everything ex- 
cept the four copies of the treaties.
